Educational Rights
Students without fixed, regular, and adequate nighttime residences have the following rights:

1) Immediate enrollment in the school they last attended or the local school where they are currently staying even if
they do not have all of the documents normally required at the time of enroliment without fear of being separated
or treated differently due to their housing situations;

Transportation to the school of origin for the regular school day;
Access to free meals, Title | and other educational programs, and transportation to extra-curricular activities to the
same extent that it is offered to other students.

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How to make a best interest determination

Model Best Interest Determination Form

The presumption is that a student will remain in the current school; a student should only change

schools if remaining in the current school is not in the child’s best interest. The caseworker or custodial
agency point of contact should complete this worksheet in collaboration with school personnel and other
- supportive adults in the child’s life. For continuity of care, this worksheet and all supporting documentation are

to be maintained in the child’s records.

Introduction and Overview

Per federal guidance, districts should work closely with custodial agency counterparts to tailor transportation processes
and procedures to their unique local contexts. The district and custodial agency should collaboratively establish
procedures to facilitate prompt transportation to ensure educational stability for students in foster care. The Ohio

] n
Department of Education and the Ohio Department of Job and Family Services jointly created this model transportation
-— procedure document that can be used as a reference for local practice. The first section is a sample memorandum of
understanding between local agencies regarding transportation procedures, including possible methods of cost sharing.

The second is a template to document how transportation will be provided when a student is placed in foster care or
following change in living arrangement.
